N account is here given of a Bookentided, Fhilofofhu 
Vetm ^ Nova. The Learned Author whereof hath 
collefled aad compofed together into one Syfieme z gxtd^t 
number of excellent Obfervations; amongft the reft of which, 
here briefly mentioned, w^e have this, no where elfe publifhed 
that 1 know of, Ctt down at large, as follows. 

Of Che Strudureof theNofe^ Monf. ^i;^ T^f/f^; obferves, 
That the cavities hereof are fill'd with many Qrtilagmf^ 
Ldpnmes diftind one from another: every Lamm being 
divided into many others, all folded almoft into zfpiral line. 
That fhe Or Cribrofumls made up of the extremities of thefe 
hAmims ^ which butt upon the Root of the Nofe; the 
holes wherewith it is pierced , being the intervals between 
the Lammes, 

They are defigned to uphold the inner Tmlck of the Nofe^ 
Which tumck, being a principal Organ of Smelling^ hath 
received from Nature a very great expanfion : for the com- 
modious placing whereof, Nature hzth folded it round about 
together with rhefe Ldmrnes ; that by this induftrious Me- 
chanifmy flie may employ all its length in a very little 

room. 

TX-^x"?^ Tunkk is fiu*d with an innumerable company of 
fmall RAy$\ fo many branches of Arteries and Veins; and 
efpecialiy Nerves ; by which it hath a moft exquifite fenfe, 
Yetbecaufe the particles of Odorant bodies are fo fubtil, 
that they can but very foftly glance upon the Organ ; Na- 
ture hath therefore provicled by this great txpanficn, that 

there 
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there may be place for fo ranch the greater number of thefe 
particles to ftrike it at the fame dure, and fo to render their 
iinpreffion fliore ftrong. 

And that theft odorant particles, which run wiih the 
Air into the Nofe, in ftnelling, might not all forthwith pafa 
off frora thence into the brea0: Nature by this Lahyrmht 
made by the windii^s of the Lamella, hath taken care to 
give them an arreft and longer ftay. And for the fame rea- 
fon, flie hath furnifhed the faid 7«»/Vi: of the Nofe with a 
great many fmall Glands ^ which open thereinto ; and fo 
moiften it with a thick and (limy exudation, the better to 
entangle the dry odorant particles. 

This 2*wV4' examined andcon»par'd in feveral Animals, 
Ihews alfo much of the reafon of the delicacy of Smelling in 
f<«ne, above what it is in others. For look how much a finer 
Nofe it. is that Animals have, they have likewifc fo much a 
greater number of thek Lamella, wherewith the faid Tttmck 
is roli'd ap in fo many more folds. So the Nofe of a Hound 
is better furnilhed with them, than that of any other Ani- 
mals. The Hare, Fox, Cat, Wild Boar, have a confiderable 
number of them. Thofe Animals that chew the Cud , have 
fewer.' And Man is kCs provided for, than any of the reft. 
7hm fitr the Learned Observer. 

And Note, That not only the number, but alfo the length 
of the Lamella, is of great ufefor the ftrength of Smelling. 
For which purpofemoft,@«f«i^r/*^<r<^/, which either hunt, as 
thtCarnivorotts; or at Jeaft want reafon otherwife to di- 
ftinguifh thetrfood, than by the fmell,as the Gramimverom ; 
have their Nofe not placed in the middle of the face , as in 
Mao 5 but prolonged to the very end»
